the ChJimber of Commerce made a |

Grant. Fulton and Letton, the engi- 
neers 
largely responsible for 
the 


erection of the plant. 
For aorne -weeks now the plant has 
been in operation and 
while it is 


not yot "ripe" in the terms of the 
enrineers, that is. not }vt officially 
pePmeatea with bacteria to complete 
the filtration as well as it may be 
completed in the future, yet the v.st- 
tors received a very satisfactory im- 
pression of the worU the disposal 
plunt is doing to rid Salt creek oi 
its overload of refuse. 
Numerous serious delays prevented 


an earlier opening and use. of the 
pbtnt -which 
was 
completer 
some 


months ago before being put Into 
use. First the last Ions section of 
the big- intercepting sewer bringing 
the load of sewaffe from the entire 
city, collar**! and the load had to 
be bypassed /again Into Salt creel: 
while that bis tube was dug up and 
another of different kind laid In its 
pla.ce. 
,. 
while 
the new 
Intercepting 
line 
was In the process of 
construction 
last fall a heavy flood brought water 
over the Salt creek bottom and in-1 
undated the disposal plant, Digging 
out from under water and mud, the 
plant was waiting for service as soon 
as the big sewer was relaid, and after 
varlous tests the sewage was started 
through- 


Purification Process. 


Reduced even to its simplest terms 


tha proceas is not altogether easy for 
the layman to follow 
The sewage 


is sent through an open box througn 
gates and screens to take out the 
lubblsh and heavy' materials 
that 


might damujre the pumps, and then 
enters a chamber under the pumps. 
Here it is pumped by electrically 
driven pumps through a large main 
Into the separation tanKs which oc- 
cupy one side of the covered build- 
ing the large structure in -the plant, 
A scum forms over these tanks 


which are twenty-eight feet deep and 
the heaviest matter settles. This is 
forced by the pressure of the -water 
above at certain Inters als into the 
sludge and the digestion tanks on the 
other s,lde of the same building. It 
is in these tanks that the bacteria 
which ultimately almost destroys the 
poisonous nature of the sewage, gets 
in Its first woik. 
From these tanks the nearly clear 


overflow goes by gravity to the two 
large dosing tanks which automati- 
cally and alternately syphon it into 
nmius which lead under the great 
expanse of • a rock and gravel cov- 
ered filter. It is sprayed over tins 
filter much as water Is In cooling 
from a power house, and after pass- 
Ing through the sand, gravel and 
rock is gathered into the concrete j 
troughs at the bottom of the filter, 
and carried directly into Salt creek, 
an almost clear discharge.

Better R«ults Later, 


Alter sbc months of operation there 


will be enough "sludge" or heavy 
matter In the bottom of the separa- 
tion and slude tanks to start the dis- 
posal of the sludge. This is forced 
out by pressure to the west aide of 
the plant onto sand and gravel sludge 


- beds where It dries, the water being 
collected and c-nrried directly to Salt 
creek. 
The sludge when dried Is 
gathered by means of small cars and 
carried away and dumped. 
It may 
later be used as fertilizer. After the 
sludge is once started the tanks will 
be emptied of it every two week*, 
but it tak^s a long time for this pro- 
cess to start 
Likewise, 
bactona 
grows b'ctween the filter '• tones In 
time and assists In the work of de- 
stroying the solid matter. 
To understand wljat a big task the 
caring for the sewage from a city 
the Rise of Lincoln is, it may be stat- 
ed that the average amount of sew- 
nge running through the plant

4,000,000 
gallons 
dally.

amount Mr. Letton figures there are 
four and one-half tone of solid mat- 
ter.
